This is the type of activity the town’s government 
strives to accommodate, and by and large, the town’s gov- 
ernment is doing a wonderful job of it.

News of Public Agencies 
—How Best to Get It? 


The recent fuss about Christmas carol singing in some 
north county schools has resulted, we hear, in a certain 
amount of testiness on the part of members of the school 
board involved. They've decided, among other things, not 
to supply news about their proceedings to papers which 
don’t cover their mectings. 

This throws into focus a problem faced by all news- 
papers — one which has been a major item in getting news 
about private business for many years, and one which is 
involving more and more public agencies: the problem of 
balancing news coverage by press release with news gath- 
ered by a paper's own reportorial acumen. 

It has long been true that many businesses hire public 
relations persons whose major job is to “plant” stories favor- 
able to the office or factory concerned in newspapers. In 
some cases. firms have even cut their advertising budgets 
in order to afford more intensive public relations cam- 
paigns. This amounts to substituting systematic bumming 
for bought-and-paid-for advertising, and advertising is the 
stuff that makes newspapers go and keeps our free press 
free. 

It is even conceivable that if all major firms would cut 
out public relations men and substitute display advertising 
with the support 
editorial staffs sufficiently large to cover those self-same 


money thus saved, newspapers could 
businesses for news. But this is unacceptable to many busi- 
nessmen, who'd rather have the public image of their firm 
built by a hired hand who most certainly isn’t going to say 
anything too critical. 

What's this got to do with public agencies? 

Well, it has become a practice of some larger public 
agencies to hire “public relations” persons, too. They are 
not going to say anything which would leave the source 
of their pay checks open to public criticism, any more than 
the employees of private companies. 

The newspaperman is faced with a dilemma, here. 
He’s grateful for those well-turned-out handouts, which 
give him insights and news which, because of limited staff, 
he wouldn't be able to get by himself. The newspaperman 
has to reserve for himself the right to conduct his own 
investigations, though, no matter how thoroughly the public 
agency is represented by its own employee. 

It might be argued that when a public agency hires 
a public relations man, that agency is actually subsidizing 
the newspapers out of tax funds. But it can also be argued 
for instance, that if five reporters interview a given public 
official they'd waste exactly five times as much of his valu- 
able time as would the “PR” man, who talked to him once, 
I and could then talk to each of the five reporters with a 
resultant saving in valuable executive time, also paid for 
by the public. 

As you see, it’s a problem.

sible light, we offer the confession that we don’t often 
criticize this newspaper in our columns, either.
